Although Germany has no extra- 
territorial rights in China, German 
business men» with" whom’ I have 
talked have been more eager than 
any one else that the other Powers’ 
should insist upon retention of ex- 
traterfitorial privileges. ‘I have not 
found" one German business man 
who did not have this view, which 
was put'to mo.as follows: ° 

German’s Benefit,” - 

“The Chinese do aot distinguish 
between Germans and other Euro- 
peans or Americans. Usually they 
do not know the difference. So the 
Germans are still bedefiting by the’ 
special righte of other nationals.. If 
we Germans travel in tho interior 
the Chinese. say, ‘This man is o 
foreigner. We must: treat him bet- 
ter than a Chinese, or hie govern- 
ment-will make trouble.’
